MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN, 


The  present  Report  on  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  in  Stirlingshire  is  for  the  period  from 
ist  August,  1934,  to  31st  July,  1935. 

There  was  one  alteration  in  the  Staff  throughout  the 
year,  Miss  Dickie,  one  of  the  County  Health  Visitors, 
having  resigned,  and  Miss  Jean  P.  Murdoch  being 
appointed  in  her  place.  The  Staff  otherwise  was  the 
same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  routine  age  groups  the  children 
of  seven  years  of  age  were  as  in  the  former  year  tested 
as  to  their  visual  acuity. 

The  number  of  schools  in  the  County  coming  under  the 
Scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  is  92,  the  number  of 
children  on  the  Register  being  29,411,  and  the  average 
attendance  26,583.

Sanitary  Condition  of  Schools. — The  following  is  a 
note  of  what  has  been  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Property  and  Buildings  Committee  in  the  way  of  work  on 
school  premises  and  having  a bearing  on  the  health  of 
the  children  : — 

Electric  light  has  been  installed  in  fifty  schools  and 
also  in  schoolhouses  and  janitors’  houses  in  connection 
with  these  schools. 
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A new  bathroom,  school  closets,  drainage  system  and 
septic  tank  have  been  provided  at  Auchengean  School. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  in  the  previous  report  it  was 
mentioned  that  a new  gravitation  water  supply  has  been 
laid  on  at  this  school. 

A new  staff  and  medical  room  has  been  added  to  Cause- 
wayhead  School.  New  wash-hand  basins  have  been 
installed  at  three  schools,  namely,  Chapelgreen,  Lime- 
ngg  and  Muiravonside.  Drinking  fountains  have  been 
provided  at  three  schools,  namely,  Airth,  Bannockburn 
and  Banknock. 

A splendid  new  addition  has  been  completed  and 
opened  at  Larbert  Central  School. 

A new  school  to  accommodate  four  hundred  pupils  is 
in  course  of  construction  at  Bannockburn  to  replace  the 
Roman  Catholic  School  which  was  burned  some  time  ago. 

A new  school  (four  hundred  pupils’  capacity)  is  also 
being  erected  at  Raploch,  Stirling,  to  accommodate  the 
children,  mostly  from  the  Burgh’s  new  housing  schemes 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

A new  Special  School  is  in  course  of  construction  at 
Bainsford,  Falkirk,  for  defective  pupils. 

It  is  contemplated  to  instal  at  an  early  date  modern 
lavatory  accommodation  at  Killearn,  Banton,  Fallin, 
Baldernock,  Torwood,  and  Limerigg  Schools. 

School  Closure. — -In  September  of  1934  a case  of 
measles  occurred  in  Denny  Public  School  It  being  the 
first  case  and  having  been  diagnosed  in  time,  I was  of 
opinion  it  might  be  well  to  close  the  Class  so  as  to  cover 
the  incubation  period  in  order  that  any  children  infected 
might  develop  the  disease  out  of  school.  This  had  the 
desired  effect. 

First  Aid  Appliances  for  Use  in  Schools. — A supply 
of  these  is  kept  at  the  County  Buildings  from  which  on 
request  the  Head  Teachers  have  their  first  aid  boxes 
replenished  from  time  to  time. 

Organisation  and  Administration.— Full  details  of 
the  Scheme  of  School  Medical  Inspection  and  how  the 
various  staffs  are  co-ordinated  have  been  given  in  former 
reports.  Under  the  new  regime  the  ideal  has  been  kept 
in  view  of  the  unification  of  the  various  branches  in  the 
Public  Health  Staff,  acting  as  they  are  now  under  the 
Public  Health  Committee  of  the  County. 
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Attendance  of  Parents  at  Medical  Inspection. — 
The  percentage  of  parents  at  medical  inspection  of  school 
children  was  34,  as  compared  with  33.9,  practically  the 
same  as  in  the  preceding  year.  At  the  beginning  of 
medical  inspection  it  was  very  difficult  to  get  the  parents 
to  attend,  but  the  attendance  however  has  increased  from 
year  to  year  with  the  interest  in  medical  inspection.

Last  year  the  routine  cases  numbered  9228,  as  against 
8799  this  year.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  same 
age-groups  were  examined  this  year  as  during  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  on  looking  into  the  matter  I find  that 
the  difference  is  largely  accounted  for  by  the  numbers 
in  the  five-year  age-group,  both  the  boys  and  girls  being 
considerably  less  this  year  than  in  tlie  preceding  one. 
The  Special  Cases  examined  last  year  were  7609  as  com- 
pared with  6937  this  year.  Again  it  has  to  be  pointed 
out  that  a large  proportion  of  the  Special  Cases  is  made 
up  of  the  seven  age-group  who  were  specially  examined 
with  regard  to  eyesight.

In  connection  with  the  8799  children  examined  in 
routine  inspection,  1290  notices  were  sent  to  the  parents 
regarding  some  defect  requiring  attention,  while  1061 
similar  notices  were  issued  in  connection  with  the  6937 
Special  Cases. 

AMELIORATION  OF  DEFECTS. 

The  following  three  tables  show  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  way  of  amelioration  with  regard  respec- 
tively to  (a)  Defective  Vision ; (b)  Affections  other  than 
Defective  Vision;  and  (c)  Verminous  Conditions.  The 
results  are  given  in  these  tables  as  formerly  for  each 
Parish,  showing  the  number  who  have  received  attention 
either  at  the  hands  of  the  oculist,  medical  attendant  or 
otherwise.  To  follow-up  these  cases  and  to  have  the 
defects  attended  to  provides  the  Health  Visitors  with  a 
very  large  part  of  their  work,  and  many  of  the  cases 
require  repeated  visits  to  the  homes  before  the  desired 
results  are  obtained.

The  arrangements  for  dealing  with  cases  of  defective 
vision  are  the  same  as  have  been  set  forth  in  previous 
reports,  much  of  the  dental  and  eye  work  being  done 
at  the  special  clinics  at  Falkirk  and  Stirling.  These 
clinics  serve  a very  wide  surrounding  area  in  each  case. 
As  also  reported  before,  Kilsyth  Academy  and  Lennox- 
town  Public  School  serve  as  subsidiary  centres  for  their 
respective  surrounding  districts,  while  for  the  rest  of  the 
Western  district,  which  is  comparatively  sparsely  popu- 
lated, Dr.  Gilchrist  has  to  make  a round  of  visits  to  the 
individual  schools  as  and  when  required.

The  foregoing  table  shows  that  of  the  8799  children 
examined  in  routine  inspection  only  two  were  found  to 
have  insufficient  clothing,  one  with  clothing  which  was 
ragged  and  three  with  clothing  which  was  dirty,  a total 
of  six  as  compared  with  seventeen  last  year.  The  num- 
ber of  special  cases  was  seven  as  compared  with  two 
last  year.  These  special  cases  are  brought  before  the 
School  Doctors  by  the  teachers.  The  figures  with  regard 
to  clothing  are  by  far  the  most  favourable  that  we  have 
ever  had,  and  as  has  been  pointed  out  before  they  are 
no  doubt  due  in  a great  many  cases  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Education  Committee  and  the  Public  Assistance  Commit- 
tee in  providing  clothing  in  necessitous  cases.  It 
practically  means  that  100  per  cent,  of  the  children  are 
properly  clad.

With  regard  to  the  tables  giving  height  in  inches  and 
weight  in  pounds  (avoirdupois)  at  the  various  age-groups, 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  they  closely  correspond  with  the 
figures  for  the  previous  year,  and  that  in  every  case  the 
Stirlingshire  figures,  both  for  boys  and  girls,  are  slightly 
in  excess  of  the  standard  figures.  It  will  be  noted  also 
that  the  weight  of  the  sixteen  year-old  girls  varies  more 
widely  between  the  two  years  than  do  the  figures  for  any 
of  the  other  age-groups.  That  is  probably  to  be 
accounted  for  by  the  smaller  number  of  girls  in  attend- 
ance at  that  age-group. 

Service  of  Milk  to  Pupils. — For  some  time  a daily 
ration  of  milk  has  been  served  to  the  school  children  in 
the  County.  1 His  subject  is  considered  of  such  import- 
ance that  it  seemed  deserving  of  mention,  although  the 
service  was  made  general  only  for  a short  period  before 
the  summer  holidays.  It  was  started  in  a tentative  way 
m a few  selected  schools  towards  the  end  of  October, 
•934-  and  as  a result  of  the  experience  gained  the  system 
was  extended  in  the  early  summer  of  IQS 5-  Eighty-nine 
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schools  are  now  supplied  out  of  a total  of  92,  the  three 
schools  excepted  being  in  remote  country  districts. 

That  the  scholars  will  benefit  there  need  be  no  doubt, 
but  possibly  it  would  be  a mistake  to  look  for  rapid  results, 
the  greatest  effects  will  probably  be  seen  in  the  younger 
children.  Each  year  they  will  derive  a certain  amount  of 
betterment,  and  if  the  statistics  of  the  present  report  be 
compared  with  those  five  or  six  years  hence  the  cumu- 
lative effect  will  probably  be  very  appreciable,  especially 
with  regard  to  height,  weight  and  nutrition.  The  school 
year  1934-35  might  be  taken  as  the  standard  for  com- 
parison purposes. 

It  is  to  be  stated  here,  however,  that  the  statistics 
relating  to  height,  weight  and  nutrition  in  our  school 
children  have  always  compared  favourably  with  those  of 
the  country  as  a whole. 

It  may  be  safely  argued  also  that  physical  improve- 
ment will  go  hand  in  hand  with  increased  mental  vigour, 
so  that  the  children  will  be  the  better  able  to  benefit  by 
their  education. 

The  milk  served  is  as  far  as  possible  Grade  A (T.T.) 
quality,  i.e.,  from  tubercle-free  herds,  and  contains  at 
least  3.5  per  cent,  of  butter  fat.  Apart  from  a very  few 
samples  at  the  beginning  the  milk  has  proven  to  be  of 
excellent  quality. 

The  children  will  therefore  develop  a taste  for  milk  of 
the  best  quality,  and  thus  there  will  tend  to  be  developed 
a ready  market  for  such  milk.  Even  now  the  farmers 
in  this  County  are  in  increasing  numbers  aiming  at  having 
their  dairy  herds  tubercle-free.  In  the  County  there  are 
licensed  at  present  26  graded  herds,  of  which  24  rank 
as  tuberculin  tested.  The  number  will  doubtless  soon  be 
much  increased,  with  far  reaching  results  in  the  way  of 
reducing  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis,  especially  among 
children  and  young  persons  generally.

It  will  be  noticed  that  97.66  per  cent,  of  the  children 
examined  in  routine  inspection  were  either  above  average 
nutrition  or  of  average  nutrition,  as  compared  with  96.43 
the  previous  year.  Below  average  the  percentage  was 
2.32  as  compared  with  3.50  the  previous  year,  and  there 
was  only  one  child— a girl — whose  nutrition  was  classi- 
fied as  “ very  bad,”  as  compared  with  one  girl  and  five 
boys  the  previous  year.

The  figures  this  year,  indicating  the  state  of  cleanli- 
ness of  head  and  body,  are  much  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year.  In  my  last  report  I pointed  out  that, 
while  successive  years  had  indicated  a continuous 
improvement,  the  figures  for  that  year  appeared  to  indi- 
cate that  improvement  had  stopped.  That  is  largely  the 
case  with  regard  to  the  girls’  heads,  in  865  of  which  nits 
were  found.  It  is  well  known  how  difficult  it  is  to  keep 
a girl’s  hair  clear  of  nits  if  the  hair  is  worn  long  unless 
constant  supervision  is  exercised  in  the  home.  Nits  are 
deposited  by  possibly  even  one  wandering  louse,  and  the 
difficulty  is  to  get  these  nits  eradicated  before  they  give 
place  to  actual  vermin.  Last  year  it  was  remarked  that 
the  increasing  prevalence  of  nits  in  girls’  hair  was  prob- 
ably due  to  fewer  girls  having  their  hair  bobbed  short.

CONDITION  OF  SKIN. 


The  figures  of  the  foregoing  table  indicate  all-round 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  skin  so  far  as  ringworm, 
impetigo,  scabies  and  such  diseases  are  concerned.  In 
routine  inspection  no  child  was  found  with  ringworm  of 
the  head,  and  only  three  boys  with  ringworm  of  the  body. 
Scabies  (itch)  is  nothing  like  so  prevalent  as  it  was  during 
the  War,  and  for  a good  many  years  thereafter  ; still  it 
is  to  be  noted  that  25  cases  were  found  in  routine  inspec- 
tion, and  that  as  many  as  18  special  cases  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  School  Doctors.  It  is  therefore  more 
prevalent  than  it  ought  to  be,  especially  as  the  ordinary 
case  of  scabies  is  easily  cured  where  proper  means  are 
adopted.

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The  first  table  has  reference  to  Mr.  Somerville’s  work. 
It  shows  that  of  the  2290  children  found  to  be  requiring 
treatment  679  were  actually  treated,  giving  a percentage 
for  the  whole  of  29.  Looking  at  the  figures  for  the 
various  schools  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  percentages 
vary  from  14  at  the  Primary  High  School  and  the  River- 
side School  to  50  at  the  Territorial  School.  At  the  High 
School  only  16  per  cent,  of  those  requiring  treatment  were 
actually  treated  through  the  school  service.  That  does 
not  mean  that  the  children  attending  schools  with  low 
percentages  of  treatment  were  not  actually  treated.  As 
a matter  of  fact  most  of  them  belong  to  families  where 
private  dental  treatment  would  be  available,  and  the 
parents  would  in  many  cases  take  the  children  there.  The 
29  per  cent.,  however,  represents  an  advance  of  3 on 
last  year,  and  in  fact  the  treatment  percentages  have 
shown  some  slight  increase  in  the  Burgh  Schools  for 
years  past. 


Whole-time  Dentists’  work.— This  year  Mr.  M'Queen 
inspected  6980  children,  of  whom  5568  required  treat- 
ment, the  number  accepting  treatment  being  2144,  or  37 
per  cent.,  which  is  one  per  cent,  more  than  last  year. 


While  in  Mr.  Shearman’s  area  more  children  were 
actually  inspected,  the  number  requiring  treatment  was 
a little  less  than  in  Mr.  M'Queen’ s area,  while  the  per- 
centage who  were  treated  was  46,  as  compared  with  40 
last  year. 


The  whole  tendency  is  for  a greater  proportion  of 
children  to  avail  themselves  of  the  dental  facilities  pro- 
vided by  the  Local  Authority. 

In  Mr.  M'Queen’s  area  the  highest  percentages 
of  children  treated  were  at  Limerigg  77,  Auchengean  66, 
Drumbowie  55,  and  Muiravonside  54. 


In  Mr.  Shearman’s  area  the  percentage  of  children 
treated  varied  from  94  at  Broomhill,  79  at  Bankhock,  71 
at  Lennoxtown  R.C.,  69  at  Grange,  to  as  low  as  26  per 
cent,  at  Castlecary  and  Grangemouth  High,  and  even  10 
per  cent,  at  Gargunnock.  These  three  last  results  would 
require  considerable  improvement  to  be  brought  into  line 
with  the  others,  which  are  very  satisfactory  indeed. 
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NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

Of  the  8799  children  examined  in  the  routine  age- 
groups  1472  were  reported  as  having  nasal  catarrh, 
which  is  3 per  cent,  less  than  the  previous  year.  The 
percentage  with  nasal  obstruction  was  0.6  as  compared 
with  0.89  the  previous  year.  The  figures  with  regard 
to  enlarged  tonsils  show  a slight  decrease  from  last  year, 
and  the  same  remark  applies  to  the  figures  for  adenoids. 
Last  year  it  was  mentioned  that  the  improvement  had 
gone  on  from  year  to  year,  not  much  at  a time  but  quite 
continuous,  and  as  was  pointed  out  then  the  improve- 
ment is  attributed  to  the  close  co-operation  between  the 
County  Public  Health  Department  and  the  Nose  and 
Throat  Departments  of  the  Falkirk  and  Stirling  Royal 
Infirmaries  respectively.  The  work  done  at  these  insti- 
tutions was  satisfactorily  continued  throughout  the 
year.  The  number  of  school  children  dealt  with  at 
Falkirk  Royal  Infirmary  was  approximately  400,  and  at 
Stirling  Royal  Infirmary  156.  Last  year  the  total  num- 
ber of  children  dealt  with  was  469. 


NOSE  AND  THROAT. 
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LYMPHATIC  GLANDS. 


The  figures  in  the  foregoing  table  show  that  452 
children  (equivalent  to  5.13  per  cent,  of  the  children 
examined  in  routine  inspection)  had  submaxillary  glands 
palpably  enlarged,  while  the  percentage  of  those  with 
cervical  glands  palpably  enlarged  was  27.18.  These 
figures  show  a slight  reduction  from  the  previous  year, 
and  that  reduction  has  been  going  on  for  quite  a period 
of  years.  As  has  been  pointed  out  before,  the  enlarge- 
ment is  very  often  due  to  transitory  causes  which  may 
disappear  within  a relatively  short  time  but,  if  the 
inflammatory  process  continues,  the  danger  is  that  the 
glands  become  a focus  for  the  development  of  tubercular 
infection.  The  number  of  children  with  cervical  glands 
markedly  enlarged  was  only  4 as  compared  with  9 the 
previous  year.  A boy  was  found  where  there  was  a 
small  abscess  in  a cervical  gland.

The  figures  with  regard  to  external  eye  disease  ate 
much  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  figures  with 
regard  to  blepharitis  being  1.81  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  1.6  the  previous  year,  conjunctivitis  .30  as  comjiared 
with  .41.

The  percentage  of  children  found  on  routine  examina- 
tion with  otorrhoea  was  1.12,  as  compared  with  1.03  the 
previous  year.  That  indicates  a slight  increase  in  the 
frequency  of  otorrhoea.  In  last  year’s  report  it  was 
pointed  out  that  while  for  years  otorrhoea  had  shown  a 
decrease,  it  was  almost  to  be  expected  that  owing  to  the 
recent  very  marked  increase  in  the  incidence  of  scarlet 
fever  throughout  the  country  generally  beginning  in  the 
autumn  of  1933,  the  figures  for  some  years  to  come  might 
show  an  increased  frequency  of  otorrhoea  among  school 
children.  The  slight  increase  which  is  indicated  in  this 
report  is  in  all  probability  due  to  that  very  cause. 
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The  number  of  children  with  wax  in  their  ears  was 
■66,  as  compared  with  67  the  previous  year.  This  is  not 
a serious  matter,  as  the  remedy  is  simple,  to  have  the 
wax  removed,  and  that  can  be  done  by  a syringe  and  a 
suitable  lotion.

The  figures  with  regard  to  hearing  remain  much  the 
same  from  year  to  year.  Those  with  good  hearing  num- 
bered 97.9  per  cent.,  as  against  97.7  the  previous  year. 
There  is,  however,  a slight  increase  in  the  children  found 
markedly  deaf,  the  number  being  27  out  of  a total  of 
8799  children  examined  in  routine  inspection.  In  the 
previous  year  the  number  was  only  12,  whereas  the  year 
before  that  it  was  as  high  as  31.  The  figures  with  regard 
to  children  markedly  deaf,  as  I have  pointed  out  in  my 
previous  reports,  have  declined  very  much,  being  as  high 
as  97  several  years  ago,  and  steadily  falling  from  year 
to  year  after  that.  This  great  improvement  is  probably 
due,  as  has  been  pointed  out,  to  the  increased  attention 
which  is  now  given,  especially  during  school  life,  to 
adenoids  and. enlarged  tonsils  at  the  Infirmaries  through 
the  arrangement  made  by  the  County  Council.  It  can  be 
understood  what  a drawback  it  is  to  a child  to  have 
defective  hearing  not  only  from  the  point  of  view  of 
education  but  also  from  its  bearing  on  his  success  in 
after  life.

Out  ol  8799  children  examined  in  routine  inspection, 
104  were  dull  or  backward,  14  of  those  however  were 
known  before,  and  were  being  taught  in  Special  Classes, 
so  that  90  new  cases  were  found.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  figures  in  this  table  are  more  favourable  to  the  girls 
than  to  the  boys.  As  was  pointed  out  in  my  previous 
report,  the  reason  why  so  few  mentally  defective  children 
are  found  in  the  ordinary  schools  is  that  such  are  new  to 
a fairly  large  extent  grouped  in  Special  Classes  at 
Larbert  and  Stirling  respectively,  and  taught  by  them- 
selves.

Organic  heart  disease  is  divided  as  before  into  two 
groups,  congenital  and  acquired.  Six  children,  as  against 
8 the  previous  year,  were  found  with  congenital  heart 
disease.  The  percentage  with  acquired  heart  disease 
was  2.17,  as  compared  with  3.4  the  previous  year.  This 
condition  is  as  a rule  a sequela  of  scarlet  fever  or  some 
rheumatic  affection,  and  it  is  well  for  parents  to  remem- 
ber that  serious  cardiac  trouble  may  ensue  as  a result 
of  what  may  seem  trivial  rheumatic  affections.  Functional 
disease  of  the  heart  is  very  often  of  a passing  nature, 
and  may  disappear  altogether  with  proper  tonic  treat- 
ment.

In  the  case  of  children  found  in  routine  inspection 
suffering  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  the  figures 
under  the  four  headings  are  respectively  17,  12,  2 and  1, 
a total  of  32,  which  is  19  less  than  the  previous  year. 
In  my  last  report  it  was  pointed  out  that  owing  to  the 
widespread  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  the 
available  accommodation  at  the  County  Hospitals  at 
Camelon  and  Bannockburn  was  occupied  by  cases  of 
acute  infectious  diseases,  so  that  for  the  time  being  the 
treatment  of  children  with  tuberculosis  was  almost 
entirely  suspended.

In  routine  inspection  no  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  found 
in  attendance  at  school,  but  two  special  cases  were  found 
— two  special  cases  were  also  found  suffering  from 
mumps  — one  boy  in  routine  inspection  was  found  with 
diphtheria  and  one  special  case.  In  routine  inspection 
three  cases  of  chickenpox  were  found  in  addition  to  three 
special  cases.  One  girl  among  the  routines  had  measles, 
and  two  cases  of  whooping  cough — one  boy  and  one  girl 
— were  found  in  routine  inspection  also.  There  were 
therefore  seven  children  found  on  routine  inspection  in 
attendance  at  school  suffering  from  these  diseases. 
Special  cases  brought  forward  and  found  to  be  suffering 
from  infectious  diseases  numbered  8.  These  numbers 
are  a very  great  improvement  on  the  result  of  the  previous 
year,  when  as  many  as  21  children  on  routine  examina- 
tion and  1 8 special  cases  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
acute  infectious  diseases.

Among  the  children  in  routine  inspection  17  were  found 
with  hernia,  as  compared  with  24  the  previous  year,  42 
with  enuresis,  as  compared  with  53  last  year,  and  30 
with  enlarged  thyroid,  as  against  25  the  previous  year.

SPECIAE  SCHOOLS  OR  CLASSES. 

Defective  or  Invalid  Children. — The  construction  of  the 
Special  School  in  Falkirk  has  been  making  good  progress, 
and  1 understand  that  it  will  be  only  a matter  of  months 
before  it  is  ready  for  occupation.  In  the  meantime 
Special  Classes  are  held  in  Larbert  Village  School  and  in 
Craigs  School,  Stirling.  In  former  reports  I have 
pointed  out  that  defective  children  are  divided  into 
mentally  defective  and  physically  defective.  The  men- 


tally  defective  come  under  two  heads  — educable  and 
non-educable,  the  educable  forming  the  larger  class  and 
being  dealt  with  by  the  Education  Committee  at  present 
in  the  two  Special  Classes  mentioned,  so  far  as  conveni- 
ent for  the  pupils.  When  the  Special  School  has  been 
erected  and  is  available  it  will  form  the  chief  centre  for 
these  children. 

The  non-educable  children  are  reported  to  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  for  their  attention. 

No  special  provision  has  yet  been  made  with  regard  to 
children  suffering  from  myopia  (short-sight).  These 
may  be  considered  as  physically  defective,  and  will  prob- 
ably also  be  dealt  with  at  the  Special  School. 

Dr.  Learmonth  reports  as  follows  regarding  the 
Special  Class  at  Larbert  Village  School:  — 

“ As  in  my  previous  reports,  I have  nothing  but  praise 
for  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  teachers  of  the  Special 
Class  at  Larbert  Village  School,  and  it  seems  a pity  that 
more  advantage  is  not  taken  of  their  services.  The  num- 
bers have  been  gradually  decreasing  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  this  year  there  are  only  35  on  the  roll,  con- 
sisting of  8 physical  defectives  and  27  mental  defectives. 
There  are  a good  many  children  in  the  district  who  have 
been  reported  upon  as  suitable  for  attending  a special 
class  rather  than  the  ordinary  school.  It  would  be  well 
that  an  effort  be  made  to  make  up  the  number  to  the 
regulation  sixty,  and  so  give  as  many  suitable  children 
as  possible  the  advantages  of  the  specialised  teaching. 
In  admitting  new  pupils  preference  should  be  given  to 
younger  children,  as  the  younger  they  are  admitted  the 
more  benefit  they  will  derive.  At  present  the  youngest 
child  is  ten  years  old,  and  the  ages  of  the  others  range 
from  twelve  to  fifteen  years. 

“ The  physical  defectives  are  in  the  charge  of  Miss 
Stewart,  the  higher-grade  mental  defectives  in  the  charge 
of  Miss  Glegg,  and  the  lower-grade  children  in  the  charge 
of  Miss  MTnnes.  In  the  latter  class  there  are  fifteen 
children,  and  of  this  number  there  are  only  about  six 
who  make  any  regular  and  appreciable  progress.  I he 
average  intelligence  quotient  for  this  class  is  only  56, 
which  affords  some  indication  of  the  difficulties  with  which 
Miss  MTnnes  has  to  contend. 
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Better  provision  with  regard  to  handwork  and  games 
has  been  made  for  the  boys.  They  have  extra  handwork 
when  the  girls  are  at  cooking,  and  have  drill  on  Monday 
afternoons,  football  and  games  on  Wednesdays,  and 
games  and  eurythmics  on  Friday  afternoons.  Tfiey  now 
also  take  their  turn  with  the  girls  at  serving  the  school 
dinner.  After  the  summer  holidays  a small  garden  will 
be  provided  and  work  in  this  should  prove  of  great  benefit 
and  interest  for  the  pupils. 

The  girls  have  always  received  instruction  in  hand- 
work, sewing,  knitting  and  cooking,  and  to  these  has  now 
been  added  lessons  in  laundry  work.  This  is  an  excellent 
innovation,  as  any  addition  to  work  of  a practical  and 
useful  nature  is  to  be  welcomed. 

Of  the  Special  Class  at  Craigs  School,  Stirling,  Dr. 
Riddell  writes  : — 

“ This  class  continues  under  the  able  guidance  of  Miss 
Swan.  During  the  year  there  were  six  new  admissions 
and  two  leavers.  One  of  these  W.  K.,  is  now  assisting 
his  father  selling  briquettes,  while  the  other,  W.S.,  who 
was  subject  to  epileptic  attacks,  became  so  unruly  that 
he  had  to  be  certified  for  institutional  treatment.  The 
new  admissions  were  all  from  Stirling  Burgh.  Parti- 
culars of  the  various  members  of  the  class  are  given  in 
the  subjoined  table:  — 


Intelligence  Quotients  as  found  by  the  Binet-Simon  Tests. 
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“ This  class  is  now  up  to  the  maximum  number  of 
scholars,  and  as  the  actual  ages  vary  so  much,  quite 
apart  from  the  mental  ages,  it  is  a very  difficult  class  to 
handle.  The  children  have  to  be  taught  in  small  groups 
of  four  or  five,  and  while  one  group  is  getting  tuition,  it 
is  very  difficult  to  keep  the  others  engaged.  For  the 
same  reason  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  devote  the 
additional  time  necessary  to  one  or  two  particular 
children,  where  such  expenditure  would  have  been  well 
repaid.  With  even  a slight  increase  in  the  numbers,  an 
additional  teacher  will  be  required  for  this  work. 

“ Another  subject  which  will  require  serious  considera- 
tion is  the  provision  to  be  made  for  border  line  cases,  i.e., 
children  with  an  intelligence  quotient  between  roughly  70 
and  80.  There  is  a large  number  of  such  high-grade 
cases  who  cannot  quite  keep  pace  with  the  classes  in  the 
ordinary  school.  There  is  even  such  a number,  I believe, 
as  would  warrant  a small  special  class  of  a tutorial 
nature  in  the  larger  schools  in  the  County.  This  arrange- 
ment would  facilitate  the  return  of  any  of  these  children 
to  the  normal  course  wherever  this  was  warranted  by  the 
progress  made.  Such  an  ideal  might  be  difficult  of  attain- 
ment at  present,  because  of  the  cost  and  also  because 
of  lack  of  suitable  accommodation. 


ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
AND  PERSONAL  HYGIENE. 

In  January  of  1935  the  Council  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  appointed  a Special  Committee  to  consider 
and  report  on  the  necessity  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
physical  development  of  the  civilian  population  and  the 
methods  to  be  pursued  for  this  object.  The  Committee 
began  its  deliberations  at  the  end  of  February,  1935,  and 
hopes  to  issue  its  report  early  in  1936.  The  inquiries 
which  it  is  conducting  are  of  an  extensive  character,  and 
include  among  them  an  investigation  into  the  provision 
made  at  present  for  the  physical  education  of  pupils  in 
public,  elementary,  secondary  and  other  schools. 

It  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  all  to  the  good  to  have 
the  fullest  co-operation,  in  the  interests  of  the  physical 
efficiency  of  the  pupils,  of  the  general  teaching  staff,  the 
specialist  teachers  of  physical  education,  and  the  medical 
officers  and  nurses  of  the  School  Medical  Service. 
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It  is  also  considered  that  the  organisation  of  physical 
education  in  infant  schools  is  essentially  a woman’s  work, 
but  in  the  junior  and  senior  classes  the  work  in  the  boys’ 
department  should  be  organised  by  a man,  and  that  in 
the  girls’  department  by  a woman. 

When  published,  the  report  will  no  doubt  be  of  great 
interest. 


The  Medical  Inspectors  always  keep  in  close  touch 
with  the  routine  work  of  the  physical  instructors,  and  of 
this  branch  of  the  work,  Dr.  Findlay  writes  : — 


“ I have  pleasure  in  again  being  able  to  report  most 
satisfactorily  on  the  physical  training  given  in  the 
various  schools  in  the  western  district  of  Stirlingshire. 
The  same  high  standard  is  reached  as  in  former  years. 
This  is  due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  untiring  care  of  the 
instructors  combined  with  the  keenness  and  zest  of  the 
pupils  themselves.  All  enter  into  the  work  with  evident 
enjoyment  and  a wish  to  do  well.  Undoubtedly  the  results 
are  beneficial  as  shown  in  the  improved  physique  of  the 
children  as  a whole,  and  in  their  general  wellbeing  and 
health.  The  pupils  are  trained  in  all  the  various  gym- 
nastic exercises,  and  in  addition  games  and  dancing  are 
taught.  Quite  a considerable  degree  of  skill  is  reached 
in  the  games  played,  and  the  dancing  is  gracefully  done. 
I had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  various  dances  carried  out 
by  the  girls  in  Denny  High  School  at  their  rehearsal  for 
the  annual  display,  and  these  were  performed  with 
marked  gracefulness  and  ability.  I also  witnessed  an 
exhibition  of  physical  exercises  and  tableaux  by  the  boys 
to  be  given  at  the  same  display,  and  these  were  gone 
through  without  a hitch  and  in  a very  thorough  and  ener- 
getic manner.  Both  the  dancing  and  the  physical  exer- 
cises reflect  the  greatest  credit  on  the  instructors,  Miss 
Russell  and  Mr.  Mercer,  and  the  results  achieved  demon- 
strate clearly  what  great  care  and  painstaking  endeavour 
they  must  take  with  their  pupils. 

“ In  Kilsyth,  Lennoxtown  and  Balfron  Schools  the 
work  carried  out  is  also  satisfactory,  but  in  Kilsyth, 
Lennoxtown  and  Denny  the  work  is  hampered  by  the  lack 
of  apparatus,  as  I have  mentioned  in  a former  report,  and 
I would  again  suggest  that  this  be  remedied  as  soon  as 
possible. 
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Kilsyth  Academy’s  equipment  is  the  least  satisfac- 
tory of  the  three,  probably  because  the  hall  used  is  in  the 
Y.M.C.A.  Institute.  It  consists  of  a horse  (in  a bad 
state  of  repair),  a spring  board  and  net-ball  standards. 
Wall-bars,  beams,  balancing  forms,  mats,  ropes  and  buck 
are  all  wanting. 

“At  Lennoxtown  Public  School  the  equipment  con- 
sists of  a box  (i.e.,  large  sectional  horse),  two  mats, 
three  ropes  (not  suitably  placed),  net-ball  standards,  and 
uprights  for  jumping.  Wall-bars,  beams,  balancing 
forms  and  spring  board  are  wanting. 

Denny  Public  School  is  better  equipped,  there  being 
wall-bars,  beams  (not  suitably  placed  and  in  bad  repair), 
balancing  forms,  window  ladder,  two  boxes,  spring 
board,  two  mats  (one  in  a bad  state  of  repair),  and  four 
ropes. 

The  present  beams  are  in  such  bad  repair  that  it 
would  probably  be  more  satisfactory  to  have  them 
renewed.  The  children  using  the  beams  often  get 
splinters  in  their  hands. 

“ One  of  the  mats  also  should  be  renewed.  " 

“ The  use  of  gymnastic  dress  is  slowly  becoming 
universal,  which  is  greatly  to  be  commended  and  encour- 
aged. 

“ I would  like  to  advocate  the  formation  of  classes  for 
remedial  exercises.  These  would,  I feel  sure,  be  of  the 
greatest  benefit,  and  would  allow  of  early  deformities 
being  treated  with  a great  probability  of  permanent  cure 
being  effected.  Mr.  Mercer  has  been  giving  several 
cases  remedial  exercises  and  massage  with  beneficial 
results,  and  1 feel  sure  a great  deal  more  could  be  done 
for  the  children  if  accommodation  could  be  had  for  such 
exercises  with  the  proper  appliances  at  hand. 

As  usual  the  physical  fitness  of  the  pupils  is  always 
kept  in  mind  in  giving  the  gymnastic  exercises.  No 
child  is  given  any  training  beyond  its  physical  capacity, 
some  being  excused  physical  training  altogether. 

In  Kilsyth  Academy  there  are  mixed  classes  of  boys 
and  girls.  This  I think  is  a mistake,  as  it  leads  to 
lestraint  and  a want  of  freedom  of  action,  and  I would 
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like  to  suggest  that  an  instructress  take  the  physical 
training  of  the  girls  in  the  above  school.” 

Dr.  Rutherford  reports  as  follows  : — 

11  There  is  little  to  add  to  my  former  reports  on  the 
physical  instruction  in  the  schools  in  my  area.  The  work 
is  being  carried  on  in  all  these  schools  by  teachers  who 
are  exceedingly  capable  and  enthusiastic,  and  who 
succeed  in  imbuing  their  pupils  with  the  spirit  of  keen- 
ness. 

“ In  Stirling  High  School,  as  in  past  years,  remedial 
exercises  form  an  important  part  of  the  work ; and,  in 
addition,  those  pupils  who  for  some  reason  or  other  are 
debarred  from  physical  exercises,  are  seen  and  advised 
as  to  whether  they  may  or  may  not  join  in  the  ordinary 
work  of  the  class. 

“ I was  fortunate  in  seeing  a mixed  class  of  girls — 
from  primary  stage  to  sixth  year  — performing  various 
dances  and  other  items  in  preparation  for  the  closing 
ceremony,  and  all  could  be  highly  commended. 

“ One  period  per  week  is  all  the  time  given  to  physical 
instruction,  and  this  might  be  advantageously  increased. 

“ In  the  Technical  School,  Falkirk,  physical  instruc- 
tion goes  on  as  formerly,  one  period  for  formal  drill  and 
gymnastics,  one  for  organised  games,  and  one  for 
swimming. 

“ The  girls’  classes  are  particularly  smart  in  appear- 
ance, there  now  being  uniformity  in  the  adoption  of  the 
gymnastic  tunic.  The  boys  have  no  special  costume, 
but  they  have  improved  in  the  respect  that  they  all  have 
rubber-soled  shoes  for  gymnastics. 

“ Full  use  is  made  by  both  instructors  of  the  appar- 
atus provided — wall-bars,  rope,  horse,  beam,  etc. — all 
being  brought  into  play.  Team  games  and  competitions 
are  also  played,  thus  creating  a healthy  enthusiasm  and 
rivalry. 

“ With  the  time  of  the  instructors  so  fully  occupied, 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  remedial  work  might  be  com- 
menced in  this  school.  The  teachers,  however,  refer 
special  cases  for  medical  inspection  during  the  routine 
medical  inspection  visits  to  the  school. 
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“ The  swimming  instruction  is  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Francis,  and  the  school  is  producing  some  very  fine 
results  in  this  particular  section.  I saw  a class  of  young 
girls  in  the  pond,  and  Mr.  Francis  demonstrated  to  me 
the  various  grades  of  achievement  through  which  he 
trains  the  pupils. 

“ I had  much  pleasure  in  seeing  several  classes  of 
boys  and  girls  at  work  in  Falkirk  High  School.  The 
pupils  are  keen,  and  respond  with  alertness  to  their 
instructors.  Full  use  is  made  of  all  the  apparatus  pro- 
vided, and  there  was  never  a dull  moment  from 
beginning  to  end  of  the  lessons,  which  consisted  of  varied 
movements,  wall-bar,  beam  and  horse  exercises,  balanc- 
ing movements,  free  running  and  skipping,  while  both 
boys  and  girls  performed  dances.  The  older  boys  gave 
a fine  display  of  jumping  and  vaulting. 

“ There  is  a fine  spirit  of  co-operation  between 
teachers  and  pupils. 

“ The  instructors  continue  to  refer  special  pupils 
during  medical  inspection  visits,  and  a start  has  been 
made  to  remedial  work  on  a small  scale,  as  only  one 
period  per  week  is  available  for  this. 

“ Mr.  Wilson  continues  to  take  voluntary  classes  of 
boys  after  school  hours  to  Falkirk  Public  Baths  for  lessons 
in  swimming,  and  a large  proportion  of  these  boys  have 
been  successful  in  gaining  swimming  certificates.” 

Dr.  Riddell  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ Physical  instruction  continues  to  be  carried  out  in 
the  schools  of  this  area  by  the  same  teachers  as  before. 
During  the  course  of  the  year  I paid  several  visits  and 
saw  numerous  classes  at  gymnastics,  games,  dancing  and 
swimming.  The  work  throughout  was  very  good,  and  the 
keenness  of  the  children  very  marked.  The  teachers 
deserve  high  praise.  In  connection  with  the  swimming, 
Mr.  Carruthers  informed  me  that  by  the  time  the  children 
reached  the  second  year  classes  it  was  a very  rare  thing 
for  any  of  them  to  be  unable  to  swim.  In  all  cases  their 
enthusiasm  is  unbounded. 

” There  is  considerable  variation  in  the  amount  of  time 
allotted  to  physical  instruction  in  Stirling  High,  River- 
side and  St.  Modan’s  Schools. 
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“ Two  periods  of  such  instruction  per  week  might  with 
advantage  be  given  to  the  pupils  of  all  three  schools,  and 
provision  might  be  made  al^o  for  the  practice  of 
remedial  exercises  for  those  requiring  such  treatment  in 
each  of  the  schools. 

In  Riverside  there  is  an  additional  period  for  attend- 
ance at  the  Baths  over  and  above  two  periods  of  Physical 
Instruction.  At  present  it  does  not  appear  to  be  feasible 
to  afford  facilities  for  swimming  for  all  the  children,  but 
such  facilities  would  be  of  great  value,  and  that  objective 
should  be  kept  in  view. 

" At  both  Riverside  and  St.  Modan’s  the  facilities 
for  games  and  outdoor  sports  are  in  the  circumstances 
not  so  good  as  might  be.  The  ground  is  available,  but 
m poor  condition.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  another  year 
will  see  an  improvement  in  this  respect.” 

Dr.  Learmonth  reports  as  follows:  — 

“ There  is  little  to  add  to  my  previous  reports  on  the 
physical  instruction  given  at  the  various  schools  in  my 
district. 

“ I have  had  several  opportunities  of  seeing  different 
classes  undergoing  physical  instruction,  and  in  almost 
every  case  the  work  was  of  a very  high  standard,  and 
reflected  great  credit  on  the  instructors.  Both  teachers 
and  pupils  showed  great  keenness,  and  any  orders  given 
by  the  former  were  executed,  in  most  cases,  with 
promptitude  and  alertness.  At  each  school  the  instruc- 
tion consists  of  physical  exercises  — with  and  without 
apparatus  — games  and  dancing.  The  exercises  are 
chosen  so  as  to  exercise  all  the  muscles  of  the  body,  and 
care  is  taken  that  no  child  who  is  physically  unfit  is 
allowed  to  do  drill.  The  games  and  dancing  are  enjoyed 
by  the  children,  and  both  are  of  great  value  to  their 
physical  education.  Games  not  only  benefit  the  health 
of  the  participants,  but  also  foster  the  team  spirit  and 
love  of  fair  play;  dancing,  another  healthy  exercise,  has 
the  further  merit  of  developing  a sense  of  rhythm 
encouraging  grace  of  movement. 

“ There  is  not  much  change  from  last  year  in  the 
teaching  arrangements  in  my  district  except  that 
Redding  Public  School  is  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Amess 
to  attend  every  forenoon  so  that  each  class  has  two 
periods  of  drill  per  week.  The  other  change  is  that  Miss 
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Melville  visits  Grangemouth  Infant  School  once  weekly. 
This  is  an  excellent  arrangement,  and  it  is  a pity  that 
more  of  the  younger  children  in  the  different  schools  do 
not  have  the  advantage  of  the  services  of  a trained 
physical  instructress. 

I should  like  to  mention  the  importance  of  new- 
matting  being  provided  for  the  gymnasium  at  Grange- 
mouth High  School,  as  the  existing  one  in  its  present 
state  constitutes  a danger  to  the  children.” 


NURSES’  WORK. 

The  work  of  the  six  Health  Visitors  under  the  Scheme 
of  School  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment  is  set  forth 
in  the  following  somewhat  abbreviated  table.  The  num- 
ber of  children  reported  to  the  nurses  for  their  attention 
was  5325,  and  in  connection  with  these  8948  visits  were 
paid.  The  conditions  reported  in  connection  with  the 
5325  children  numbered  5598,  which  means  that  some 
of  the  children  had  more  than  one  defect  requiring  atten- 
tion. No  fewer  than  1360  cases  of  nose,  throat  and  ear 
trouble  were  reported.  Fully  a third  of  the  cases  were 
in  connection  with  dirt  and  vermin.  That  is  not  so  bad  as 
it  sounds,  because  a very  large  proportion  of  these  were 
girls  with  nits  in  their  hair. 

The  Health  Visitors’  work  requires  much  tact,  and  it 
is  wonderful  how  smoothly  the  duties  are  carried  out. 
The  nurses  continue  to  attend  until  the  defects  are  either 
remedied  or  at  least  ameliorated,  and  it  will  be  noticed 
that  all  the  cases  had  received  such  attention  as  to  enable 
the  names  to  be  cleared  off  the  nurses’  lists  with  the 
exception  of  637.  who  were  still  receiving  attention  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year.
